of striking a mortal blow at the west- 
ern foe before the eastern army is i't 
the ga.tes.of Berlin. The speed at whieh 
thjfy advance is the cause of constant 
•vrSn^r to . people who know the coun- 
try and the distances. 


ji'At a village which Avas full of tioopa 
•»•'few days ago no attempt was made 
to: halt them. 
The allies' troops fell 
back and save for rear guard actions 
thie Germans seemingly marched from 
Lafere to the lines of Paris unopposed. 


German Speed and Force. 


"The march of the German right on 
Paria is notable for its straight course 
as well as its cyclonic speed and force. 
Leaving Lille, Arras, Amiens and Beau- 
vis untouched they have marched like 
an arrow's flight, deviating neither to 
the right nor the left. Tlie official mil- 
itary map of military operations shows 
the area of German operations mov- 
ing southward in a line from Lille to 
Co'mpeigne, a 
line 
which 
is 
almost 
mithematically straight. 
West of that 
line the Germans practically have not 
been seen. 


"At Beawais where T stopped this 
iriprning the town and countryside were 
•wrapped in infinite ])eace. 
Two stray 
Uhlans had been captured thei-e a. few 
days ago, but otherwise no enemy had 
put' in an appearance. 
The trains now 
nm no nearer than 
Gournay-en-Bray, 
17 miles Avest by nortli of Beauvais, 
but the road between the two places 
and thence to ^leru and Beaumont is 
cl^ar although the enemy is so near. 
There was 
fighting 
at Clermont 
two 
days ago and tlie sound of cannonading 
had been heard occasionally at Beau- 
vais.. The strong French force which 
has been-for a long time posted along 
the river left that place Tuesday.

tion of the Paris fortification, Avhich 
Avill, if the German accounts are correct, 
be the next stop of the allied armies. 


This neAvs Avas a great disapppint- 
ment here AAiiere earlier official reports 
from Paris to tho effect that the Ger- 
mans had suffered a check near Verdun 
led to the hope that the advance had at 
last been stopped. 


French Holding Own. 


In Lorraine and the Vosges region, 
Avhere the German forces AVere Aveak- 
ened to strengthen their right flank, the 
French appear to be holding their OAvn, 
if not making an advance. 
The allies 
tako some consolation from the fact 
that the Russian defeat of the Aus- 
trians around Lemberg, Avhich toAvu has 
fallen into the hands of the Russian em- 
peror's army, Avith its immense stock of 
Avar material and proA'isions, is appar- 
ently complete. The possession of Lem- 
berg gives the Russians a base • from 
Avhich they can work and from which 
they can attack in. tho rear the Aus- 
trian army Avhich has been invading 
Russian territory. 


Austrian Losses Frightful. 


In a battle lasting almost a *fort- 
night the Artstrians have sufiered terri- 
ble losses, 12,000 having fallen in one 
place alone, Avhile the Russian general 
claims to haA'e taken thousands of pris- 
oners and 200 guns. 
The Austrian re- 
treat, it apfy?ai-s from official advices, 
has been turned into a rout. 


Belgium, Avhich saAV so many battles 
during the early stages of the war, is 
again the scene of fighting. •. German 
advices indicate that the Germans are 
completing a lialf circle around Ant- 
werp.

For the pleasiure of good roads, for 
the pleasure of skimming along past 
beautiful farms and for the delight of 
motoring a short trip, Arnold Tresselt, 
of the Tresselt & Sons' City inills, de- 
clares that none can be more beautiful 
or delightful in the full sense of the 
term than a forty-two.-mile run from 
Fort Wayne to Cblumhia City and re- 
turn, leaving over the commonly-called 
Areola road and returning over the old 
"jplank" highway, a few miles north. 


Leaving Fort Wayne, go west on Main 
street, and just after going under the 
railroad yia'duct at the extreme end of 
thé street, one mile from 
the 
court 
house, turn to right at the forks, cross 
the railroad again and at the next road 
turn, to the left onto the good gravel 
road. 
Five miles out you come to an- 
other railroad, and then go three mUes, 
turn to the right into Areola. 


At" Areola, turn to the left at the 
brick store and for a mile or more you 
keep jogging, first to the right and then 
to the left, and then turn to the right 
on an angling road. 
Follow this for a 
mile and then turn to the right across 
a bridge. 
Anpther mile, turn to the 
right again and turn to the left when 
you cross the - bridge, and this brings 
you into Columbia City after having 
traveled twenty-two miles. 


Returning to Fort Wayne, leave the 
Court house in Columbia City by way 
of Van Buren street. 
Cross the bridge 
and .go straight ahead on the road that 
parallels the railroad on the right. 
Two 
miles out of Columbia City you cross 
the railroad on a good gravel road and 
then cross the iron bridge, still running 
parallel to the railroad, this time on the 
left. 
Go straight ahead on the good 
gravel and five miles out; of Columbia 
City cross a bridge. One mile more then 
yoti come to a school on the left. Pass 
the school and continue straight on the 
same road. About ten miles out of Co- 
lumbia City you will strike some clay 
road, but it is in fairly good shape for 
motoring at this time of the year.

Produces Wonderful 
Athletic Skill.

Francis 
Ouimet plays a difficult golf 
coui-se in 70 strokes; Christy Mathewson, 
in a desperate crisis of a deciding game, 
drops three twisting fadeaways Just at 
the right spot, a batter strikes out and 
the game is saved; Brickley kicks three 
iield goals, Harvard wins and the crowd' 
goes mad; Mike Griffin dazzles an op- 
ponent by his speed of hand and foot and 
retains a championship. 


All say: 
"Aren't they wonders?" and 
perhaps envy them their skill in some 
particular line of athletics. 


Why are not all able to do the same 
thing? 
Most are, perhaps, not to quite 
such a degree of excellence as they pos- 
sess, but every normal young man, pos- 
sessed of good eyes, good muscles and an 
avei-age man can do these, things—if he 
will work. 


Take the case of Mike Gibbons. 
He was 
an average man; big but not heavy. 
He 
possessed, perhaps, less than the average 
strength and health. 
He 
was 
only a 
mediocre boxer, but he decided that If it 
was worth while to box at all it was 
worth while to do it well. 


The rest is merely a story of work— 
hard work 
and 
persistent 
effort. 
He 
boxed, was whipped, won some fights, be- 
came a, boxing instructor, teaching others 
while he was learning the game himself. 


By patient effort he mustered footwork, 
got a bad temper under control, and be- 
came master of himself. 
He learned to 
hit, to put every ounce of power behind 
his blows, to use the leverage of arm &nd 
siioulder and wrist to best 
advan^fee. 
Then he battered his way to the top of 
his class. 


Chick Jilvans is another case. 
He was 
a caddy at 
Edgewater and wanted 
to 
learn the game. 
He studied the players 
for whom he caddied. 
He got some clubs. 
Hours of patient work by the roadside 
with his irons taught him that deadly skill 
at 
approaching, which 
is his 
strongest 
point. 
It was work, steady, 
persistent 
practice that made him perhaps the great- 
est of American amateurs. 


Ouimet advanced in almost the same 
manner. 
He had more early advantages 
but his success is due to perfect nerves 
and absolute attention to business. 


Many wonder at the skill of 
Charlie 
Brickley at kicking a football. 
Why Is he 
able to do this? 
A year ago this summer 
Brickley was 
employed to teach 
some 
youths at Lalce Forest who needed tutor- 
ing. 
On the estate there was a bai-n and 
perhaps twelve feet from the ground a 
small window that stood open. Hour after 
hour 
every day 
during the 
summer, 
Brickley stood on the ground twenty-five, 
thirty, thirty-five, forty yards from that 
barn, at all angles, kicking, kicking, kick- 
ing until he could send the .oval spinning 
through that wlndciw two oiit of thi^e 
times. 


Mathewson is 
much the 
same 
way. 
When he came into baseball he had a 
strong arm, terrific speed and a wonder- 
fully fast curve. 
He tised the speed and 
curve and won as many a strong armed 
young pitcher wins. 
Then the strain told 
on the arm. 
The speed no longer was 
there and the curve had lost its sharp- 
ness. 
Mathewson realized this. 
He set 
to work, patiently, diligently and achieved 
a slow ball, a twisting, dropping, slow 
ball that by contrast made his speed seem 
as great as ever. 


In every line It is the same—hard worfc, 
patience and thinking.

consent can American 
ships carry on any conBiderable tra-ie 
with foreign countries. 
This in spite 
of the recently enacted ]aw seeking to 
permit foreign-built vessels to be tran- 
ferred to the American 
flag.

It is clear that a German ship flying 
the German flag trj^ing to carry wheat 
anywhere Avould be subject to capture 
by the Briti|h, and it is equally clear 
that the transfer of such ship to Ameri- 
can registry 
is made^ solely 
to avoid 
capture; 
therefore 
such transfer can 
only be made Avith the consent of Eng- 
land, since that country by the great 
superiority of her navy now commands 
the^sea. 


The British government has indicated 
its willingness to waive strict interpre- 
tation of the declaration 
of London, 
but insists that before she does so there 
shall be a clear understanding as to the 
right of the British warships to pre- 
venjb 'commerce which might be of any 
value to Great Britian's enemies. . Tt 
is declared by Sir Cecil Spring-Eice that 
Great Britian will not object if foreign 
vessels transfered to the American flag 
carry wheat 
or 
other 
products to 
South 
American countries. 
Nor Avill 
there be objection, 
natm-ally, if such 
ships bring wheat, cotton 
and 
food- 
stuffs to England. 
But Great Britian 


will object to carrying by such vessels 
of any cargo like wheat, clothing, etc., 
which under certain conditions may be 
contraband, to any destination 
where 
it might eventually become of any val- 
ue to her enemies. 
In other words, tiie 
transfer of any foreign ship to Ameri- 
can registry must not become the means 
by which food, clothing, or any other 
necessities can get to Germany, Aus- 
tria, or any other future ally of Ger- 
many. 


The cordial relations established with 
Great 
Britian 
by 
Presidcbt 
Wilson, 
particularly as a result of the repeal 
of the canal tolls law, now is bearing ex- 
cellent ffuit in the very friendly atti- 
tude shown by Great Britian in discuss- 
ing this all-important matter. 
Every 
evidence is shown of a wish to arrange 
things so that the United States may 
carry on a profitable ocean trade with- 
out overstepping the proprieties as, a 
neutral or being led by strong economic 
stress into straining neutrality to ihe 
profit of England's enemies. 


A successful outcome of the pending 
negotiations is expected shortly when 


the president will announce in a procla- 
mation the terms under which foreign 
vessels may be transferred to the Amer- 
ican flag, and the uses to which they 
may be put, after such transfer.

EMINISM sliould have a strong 
argument in the Jife history of 
Maria 
Theresa, 
Archduchess 
of 
Austria, Queen of Hungary and 
Boihemia «nd wife of the Holy 
Roman Emperor, Francis T. 
Twice crowned king and mother of six- 
teen children, she discharged all of the 
duties of a very great and unceasingly 
active man and at the same time met 
every obligation of a wife and mother 
with untiring interest and tenderness. 


She was a great monarch, a valiant 
warrior, a passionately devoted wife, a 
wise mother, a philanthropist far ahead 
of her time and a patron of scicnce and 
the fine arts. 


Add to this that ^he held always in her 
heart a place for the quiet and simple 
things of life and that she was as cau- 
tious in some ways as she was bold in 
others and you have the picture of 
many sided personality so tremendously 
vital that persons equipped .even with an 
sxtraordinary capacity for sensing the 
various phases of existence must regard 
with amazement a life so full, so active 
and so diverse- 


In one sense thera. was nothing com- 
plex aibout Maria Theresa. 
Frankness 
and simplicity of feeling were among 
her most obvious characteristics 
But 
If judged by the standards of a le^s 
rich nature her actions on different oc- 
casions might easily have appeared in- 
sonsistent. 


Fredei^iek 
the 
Great," her 
militant 
enemy throughout tlie larger part of her 
reign, ironically pointed out one example' 
t>f her inconsistency ^in the matter of the 
partition of Poland, which constituted 
the only serious blot on her career as a 
ruler. 


"She weeps but she takes neverthe- 
less^' said the sardonic Frederick. 


History, however, has cleared Maria 
Hieresa of «11 hypocrisy in this as in all 
other instances of her ckreer and proved 
her ' to be as Intellectually honest as 
Frederick himself. She knew what .she 
was doing and acknowledged that her 
BihMe in the spoliation of Poland was 
wrong, but she stood between her sense 
of univeraal justice and her desire to 
serve the State, and in the final analysis 
she conceived her duty to be first and 
'tor^ost to Austria. Her awn statement 
of tte CM« of Poland is perfectly illumi- 
nating. 
It she was to lose her personal 
reimtatiott for respecting the rights of 
•jothers then it must not be for a small 
a^dvantage. 
Her tears were not hypo- 
critical. But she put.aside her own feel-, 
ing, which was against the plundering 
^of Poland, in order to win a substantial 


advontefge for her beloved country.

contradictory esti- 


mates of her character li^ere voiced by 
Btatesxnen who had every opiwrtunity to 
Btady h«r from day to day. One of these

Maria Theresa «vi^ Her Minister of States KauniU. 


When I Charles VI., her father, died, 
and on the very day of his death Maria 
Theresa w^as proclaimed King of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia, the other European 
States did not believe that her reign 
would 
long\ endure. 
She was 
only 
twenty-three 
years 
old, 
the 
Powers 
showed no inclination to stand by the 
agreement to her succession which her 
father had spent the last years of his 
life in perfecting, and the subjects of her 
own realms were by no means trure that 
a woman ruler was altogetlier desirable. 


In this state of affairs rival monarchs 
lost no time in acting. 
The Elector of 
Bavaria invaded one part of the realm, 
France immediately crossed the Rhine, 
and Prussia, ravenous ^ under Frederick 
the Great, invaded Silesia and demanded 
the cession of large territories in ex- 
change for securing the imperial throne 
to the young queen. 


But Maria Theresa consideired herself 
the heiress of the rights of Austria and 
she determined to fight for her inheri- 
tance with every weapon in her power. 
Her bold ^nd resourceful character at 
once made itself evident 
She indig- 
nantly refused the demands of Fred- 
erick and chose at a tense moment a 
dramatic method for publishing to tne 
world at large her intention of defending 
her realm with, the sword against all 
comers. 


She i-ode"on horseback to the Mount 
of Pressburg, where she was crowned, 
and then witli her crown on her head 
climbed the mount and grasping firmly 
the sword of St. Stephen waved d t 
toward the fi>ur cardinal points of the 
comjjass in token of her defiance of her 
enemies, come whence they would. • 


The heroic spectacle of this defiant 
young queen, radiant .with the noble 
beauty whch she Jiad inherited fronj her'^ 
V Elizabeth ,.of Brunswickj 


thrill to the very ©ouls of her subjects, 
as they greeted her with unrestrained 
enthusiasm. 


Maria Theresa never lacked for dra- 
matic expression when it was needed, 
and that she knew the value of placing 
herself thus effectively ¡before her people 
at crucial moments was shoT^'n more 
than once in her career.- 


While she was still scarcely more than 
a girl the Hungarian States sitting in 
solemn conclave and debating whether 
or not they should continue to take the 
part of their young ruler were disturbed 
by a very splendid vision that descended 
upon them much after the fashion of 
some hunted goddess, proud^ strong and 
beautiful, but for the liioment harassed 
and sore beset by a iorde of cruej^- pur- 
suers. 
' 


It was Maria TheresOj hard pressed by 
the hostile allies and driven from her 
capital. 


With no aibatement of her fiery cour- 
age and yet witi much of, womanly 
charm in her attitude and manner she, 
extended her arms to the assembly in a 
touching appeaL 


"Forsaken by all,", She cried,^ "wtf 
¿lace our sole, reliance ouy^the- fidelity, 
the arms and the long tried valor of 
the Hungarians." 
• 


For a tense moment the Deputies, 
taken aback, were silent. 
Then a mightly shout rose in response. 
The sombre assembly chamber 
was 
iightetoed by a brillinat flash of steel as 
the swords of'the Deputies leaped from 
their scabbards in a magnificent ges- 
ture, whereby they vowed their weapon^ 
to the se^ice of , their- beautiful mon- 
arch.

Later tradition tells an even more 
charming story of Maria Theresa with 
the infant Arcliduke Joseph in her arms 
appearing before the States to inspire 
them to still more active loyalty. This 
episode has been made the subject of a 
very famous painting and is peihaps 
the best known of all the many pictur- 
esque traditions .which attach to Maria 
Theresa. 


Defeated in her wars with Frederick 
the Great, Maria Theresa had the prac- 
tical good sense to recognize that ¿he 
was overpowered and she submitted to 
the cession of a large territory, includ- 
ing Silesia, to the Prussians. 
Having 
quieted Prussia momentarily by this con- 
cession she then turned to fight France, 
the Bavarians and the Saxons. In spite 
of all her efforts the Elector of Bavaria 
was crowned King of Bohemia. 
France 
soon succeeded in her desire to wrest 
theJmperial-crown from Austria. This 
remnant of . the grandeur of the Holy 
Roman Empire was also bestowed upon 
the Elector of Hanover under the title of 
Charles .VII., but it was an empty 
honor, for even as he was crowiied the 
Austrians, whose defeat had now turned 
into victory, entered the Bavaiian capi- 
tal. 


' King^^rederick of Prussia, unwilling 
that the Austrian successes should con- 
.tinue, noW abandoned hia neutrality and 
again attacked Austria. 
The Empress 
Maria 
Theresa 
was 
forced, 
bitterly 
against her will, to give up Upper and 
Lower Silesia before Frederick could be 
made to "withdraw.

The Empress and her .sister 
took part, with many ladies of the» 
court. 


Unwilling that Maria Theresa should 
continue to expand her realms, Freder- 
ick of Prussia again began a hostile 
movement against her. 
The Queen put 
an army in the field and managed for a 
lime to dheck the advance of-the Prus- 
sians. 
The Elector of Bavaria, who 
had been elected Emperor Chaises VIZ., 
died about this time^ To the great de- 
light of Maria Theresa, her hu^and, 
Francis of Lorraine, was elected King 
of the Romans as a preliminary to,his 
coronation 
as 
Emperor 
to 
succeed, 
Charles VII. 
October 4, 1745, Francis 
became 
Emperor 
Francis 
I. 
Maria 
Theresa was urged to permit herself to > 
be crowned 
Empress consort 
at 
the 
same time, but she persistently yefused. 
It was declared by many that this atti- 
tude on her part was due to her con- 
viction thai it would be a loss of place 
and dignity to be crowned Empress con- 
sort when by right of inheritance she 
had already been crowned King. 


A brief respite in the wars with Prus- 
sia was afforded by the peace of Dres* 
den. War with France continued, how- 
ever. 
Finally peace with the hostile 
coalition/was signed in May, 1748. 


Maria Theresa chose the opportunity of 
this Interval of peace to work some con- 
structive reforms in the civil government 
and In the army. 
She ^ught seriously 
to amend the financial condition of-^he 
country, introduced m^ny economies in 
the conduct of . the government, .insti'i 
tuted systematic training of the soldiers 
and .constcucted :pemanent. 
^ 


and not so very much time was permitted 
to pass before Frederick II. and Maria 
Theresa were ^gain at swords" points. 
Russia on this occasion formed a coali- 
tion with Austria for the defeat of the 
Prussians. This was at the beginning of 
the Seven Years' War, and, although the 
Prussians were successful in the first 
battlesi it was soon evident that the re- 
forms in liie Austrian army which had 
been brought about by Maria Theresa 
had made her fighters much, more formid- 
able. 


Everithe Prussian« acknowledged this. 
Their generals united in declaring :— 


"These Austrians are different from 
the Austrians we faced before." 


The Prussians besieged Prague, but 
had to withdraw after tremendous losses. 
Marshal Dauna, a new figure in Aus- 
trian military affairs, came into promi- 
nence at this time. The Prussians won 
Breslaii, but their loss was enormous. 
The Austrians had again to retire from 
Silesia. 
In the following year the Aus- 
;trians were frequently triumphant' in 
their encounters with the Prussians. The 
Pope renewed to Maria Theresa her-4itle 
of Apostolic King of Hungary.' 


While 
Russia 
was governed by 
a 
woman it continued to throw in its lot 
with Maria Theresa, but when the Tsar- 
ina died her successor, Peter III., severed 
his alliance with Austria because of his 
overwhelming admiration for Frederick 
the Great and joined forces with Freder- 
ick. The Russian people, however, soon 
broke out in insurrection and Peter was 
speedily deprived of both his crown and 
his head. 


It is an interesting phase of the situa- 
tion that Maria Theresa should again 
find a. friend in a woman monarch. Cath- 
erine JI. of Russia, who followed Peter 
as ruler of that country, on ascending 
the throne, promptly declared that Prus- 
sia was her enemy and withdrew hejr 
armi«» from the support of Frederick the 
Great, not, however, before they had 
been Oible to work some considerable 
damage to the Austrians. 


The Seven Years' War came to an end 
In 1764. 
Maria Theresa had failed to 
get <back Silesia» for which she had fought 
so long. Exactly as in almost all similar 
struggles, Frederick and Maria Theresa, 
with the exception of their terrific losses 
in men and treasure, found themselvea" 
in just about the same positions which 
they had iheld before the war began. 


The death, in 1765, of Francis I.^ Maria 
Therèsa's iDeloved huslband, meant the end 
to a large extent of her more militant 
public actions. 
^Her devotion to her 
husb,a.nd had never waned from the 
moment of. her marriage.^ She. wow 


in black'. So far as the Empress' part of 
it wag conceraed, there is no love story 
in which royalty figures which bettei 
exemplifies the beauty of loyalty, tender 
ness and passion than that of Francii 
and Maria Theresa. 


Maria Theresa had known her husband 
for many years previous to their mar- 
riage, as he had been, a member of hei 
father's household during his boyhood. 
When affairs of stote seemed to be inter-' 
fering with their romance so that s'he 
feared she might have to marry some one 
else the young Archduchess was not to 
be won over to thoughts of another alii- • 
ance. As it happened, however, Austrian 
affairs so shaped themselves that the 
marriage was finally agreed upon. 
It 
was celebrated February 12, 1736. 


According to the characters of the 
time, Francis of Lorraine, afterward 
Francis I., was a man of great personal 
attractions, possessed of an excellent 
mind which he failed to apply effective- 
ly. He was fond of money and used his 
opportunities as the husband of Maria 
Theresa to augment his private gains. 
His infidelities to his wife were notori- 
ous. But nothing alienated her affection 
from him. She seemed to regard him as 
afcove and beyond the standards which 
ghe applied to the rest of mankind. She 
was tolerant even of his disloyalties. 
Her surprising and noble generosity in 
this regard was shown at the death of 
Francis I. in a manner calculated to re- 
buke the lesser charity of her courtiera 
The Emperor died at Innsbruck, an^ 
Maria Theresa and the court went t< 
Hall, on the River Inn, whence the ves- 
sels were to convey the body and th( 
court biick to Vienna. 
Maria Theresa^ 
broken hearted, had remained in seclu«^ 
sion. When she left her apartments foi 
the return journey she passed in front 
of the ladies and gentlemen of the house- 
hold drawn up to the right of the coffia. 
Standing opposite to them, quite alone 
and weeping bitterly, was the Princess 
Auersperg, who had been the Emperor's 
acknowledged favorite. 
The courtiera 
servile enough to this woman during the 
Emperor's life, when she possessed the 
power to do them favors, had withdrawn 
themselves from all association with het 
now that the Emperor was dead. 
The 
Empress paused, clasped the hand of 
the Princess and said:— 
"We have truly suffered a great loss.'^ 
She proved herself to be a most gener- 
oais and substantial friend to her rival, 
for when the Imperial Treasurer souga< 
to disallow a clflim of the Princess for 
200,000 florins on a bond given to her by 
the Emperor before his death Maria 
Theresa 
instructed 
him to pay 
tha 
money. 


After Francis' death Maria Theresa's 
bold spirit was 
much 
subdued. 
She 
spent much of her time praying in the 
vaults of the church where 
he was 
buried. 
She devoted herself also to pro- 
moting science and art, to the establish- 
ment of hospitals and the work of the 
church. She still looked after her army, 
however, and introduced more reformt 
and established conscription throughout 
Austria. 


As a statesman Maria Theresa was 
an absolutist. 
She worked always ta 
the end of unifying Austria, which was 
made up of many States and races. She 
suspended the meetings of the estates 
in most parts of her dominions, and was 
upheld in this by the great mass of hei 
subjects, who found 
her 
luJe much 
lighter than that of the nobles who con- 
stituted these bodies. 
Although so im- 
pulsive in many of her actions, she waa 
nevertheless extremely cautious in mat- 
ters of government 
and 
forebore 
to 
loosen the bonds of authority in any'di- 
rection or for any cause. 


She promoted general education and 
trade, and favored religious toleration 
and the emancipation of the rural popu- 
lation from feudal burdens She worked 
for the suppression of the Inquisition 
and the putting down of the Jesuits, and 
she supported the movement for 
the 
suppression of torture in legal procedure, 
but all of these steps she took in an 
extremely careful manner, so that the 
reiiedial measures adopted should not 
impair the stability of law 
he result 
was that everything she did was a 
permanent gain to her realm, whereas 
her eldest son and immediate successor, 
Joseph, who sought to accomplish the 
same ends more quickly and more dras- 
tically in his zeal for reform, brought his 
empire to the verge of a rebellion 


In her philanthropies Maria heresa 
showed both the warm heaited impul- 
siveness of her character an'd its intel- 
ligently practical side 


She felt the warmest sympathy for the 
poor and was accustomed to fill her pock- 
ets with gold when she went for her long 
rides, so t h ^ she might shower it upon 
the needy folk whom she might pass. 


"Frederick the Great showers coppers, 
Maria Theresa gives g o l d , r a n a saying 
of the times. This fashion of indiscrimi-'. 
nately showering gold, pieces along any 
route she. travelled would hardly meet 
with the approval of modem students of 
the art of giving. 


On the other hand, Maria Theresa 
showed the most advanced intelligence 
in dealing with the poor in large numbers. 


The signing of the ^aco of Teschen, 
which averted a great war with Prussia, 
wag the last great act of Maria Theresa's 
„reign. 
She recognized that it would be 
so, and wrote to' one of the statesmen of 
her court :— 


"Ii can now sing a Te Deum,. for 
have secured the repose of my people." 


She died November 28, 1780, having

There was a puff of dull white 
high up on tho bank. 
A boom, and a. 
solid shoe splashed into the water, short 
of the Elephant. 
The British withheld 
their fire, struggling onward 
against 
baffling currents. 
Officers were watch- 
ing a string,, of low-lying craft, much 
like mud scows of to-day, drifting down 
upon the English squadron. 
Presently 
a series of flashes straight upward from 
the decks o£ the scows were followed by 
great clouds of white, and shells, cut- 
ting semicircles against the 8k.y, dropped

Still the British guns were silent.

and the gunners chafed. 
Still the Ad- 
miral gave no signal to fire. 


At lafet it came. 
The signal officer 
ran the pennant" to the peak. 
The great 
vessels trembled with the concussion of 
their own weapons. 
Musketry rattled, 
and above all there were groans. 
The 
sand which had been sprinkled over the 
decks became sodden and men slipped 
despite it. 
Smoke stung the nostrils and 
the gunners aimed by judging the posi- 
tion of the Danish ships from glimpse^ 
of the mast tops which showed above the 
clouds of sulphurous fume. 


As each I3nglish vessel came into bat- 
tle line at the position allotted her. she 
let her anchor go by 'the stern aud pre^ 
seated a broadside to the enemy. Most

'Complete as was'Nelson's preparation 
for the action, he found himself engaged 
with the enemy and one quarter of his 
own force either shut out from the ac- 
tion completely or disposed so that they 
were next to useless. 


Sir Hyde Parker was close enough to 
the battle to see the misfortune which 
had befallen Nelson's ships. 
He tried 
to go to his assstance. but boti wind 
and tide were against him, and he could 
make no headway. 
Two hours, three 
hours, passed and the fire of the Danes 
was una-bated. 
It was natural for Sir 
Hyde to suppose that Nelson and his 
ships were in dire straits and that to 
withdraw was the only chance of saving 
them. 


"I will make the signal of recall," he 
said to Captain Dommett, according to 
Southey, "for Nelson's sake. 
If he is 
in a condition to continue the action suc- 
cessfully he will disregard it; if he is 
not, it will be an excuse for his retreat, 
and no blame can be imputed to him." 


Captain Dommett urged the Admiral to 
delay the signal, but the commander's 
mind was made up. 
Declaring that the 
fire was too heavy and too iusiStent: for 
Nelson to oppose, he ordered the signal 
raised.

tion and every heart was heavy.

Admir^'fl ships put aboyt and 
make 
for safety. 


Nelson, meanwhile, in the heat of tìie 
action,

A round shot struck the mainmast and 
showered splinters about him. 
Turn- 
ing to hii? officers with a smile he re- 
marked, "It is warm' work, and 
this 
day may be the last to. any of us at a 
moment," 
and 
then, 
stopping 
at

gangway, added with 
emotion, 
"But, 
mark you! I would not be elsewhere 
for thousands." 
, At this juncture the signal lieutenant 
called out to him, that No. 39, the sig- 
nal to discontinue action, was raised 
on the flagship.

Nelson sent a message to the Crown

"Vice Admiral Lord Nelson has been 
'commanded to spare Denmark when she 
no longer resists.

I take pride in I'elating this experi- 
ment, for 1 knew a shorter way aa AVCH 
as a n)ore merciful way of ending thai 
cat's life; but what distresses me no\^• 
is the fact that thousands of boys are

Tobacco does give a certain

of unearned feeility, just as alcohol or 
as 
lîiorpliine 
does, 
but 
it 
charges 
a 
terrific toll in the Avay of high blood 
pressure, injui-y to the nervous system 
and digestive organs, and more or less 
impairmoit of the Avhole man. 
livery 
man 
Avho is a tobacco user sacrifices 
some of the best tliat is in him, spirit- 
ually, mentally, and physically by Avor- 
shipjnng ivt. this altar. 
The intolerable 
craving 
for the 
after-dinner 
cigar 
is 
largely produced by the juicy beefsteak, 
highly spiced food, and tea and coffee 
that "compose the meal. 
Hence he Avho 
v.ants to bo delivered from the tobacco 
habit should religiously avoid, 
for 
a 
time at least, such articles of food as 
produce a craving for tobacco. 


But some ask, "Is it 
Avorse for a 
child to sipoke a cigarette than it is 
for a man ' to smoke a cigar?" 
Yes, 
for three reasons. 
First, a man 
may 
safely tolerate a quarter of grain of 
morphine, 
Avhile 
Ave 
dare 
not 
give 
a child more 
than 
a sixteenth 
of 
a 
grain. 
The child's nervous system is 
peculiarly 
susceptible 
to the 
influence 
of such narcotic drugs as nicotine and 
morphine, and hence an introduction to 
either of them earb- in life means al- 
most certain nervous or mental disas- 
ter later in life. 
Second, the 
loosely 
packed 
cigarette does not permit 
the 
nicotine to condense to the same ex- 
tent as Avhen'it is draAvn through 
a 
pipe or cigar, ~ hence the smoker 
gets 
the full benefit of 
this 
virulent 
poi- 
son. 
Third, the oxidation of the cigar- 
ett-paper produces a dèadlv poison that 
is only second in its efi"ect to that of 
nicotine- itself.—Youth's Instructor.-

For the Poultry 


A Fetr Suggestiona Wliich Can Not 
FaU to Be 
of Assistance to 
the 
Farmer Who Is Planing to Bnlld 
New Chicken Housea.

Economy of floor space, almpllclty 
of 
conetruction, 
and 
convenlece 
in 
handling the fowls which means 
a 
Baving of labor, are the essentials to 
bo observed in the arrangement 
of 
- the interior of the hen house. 


Roosts located in the warmest part 
of the house, generally as far as pos- 
sible from the front, are the 
most 
satisfactory. 
If they are placed on a 
level, there will be no tendency of 
the birds to crowd on the 
highest. 
Valuable fowls are often Injured or 
killed by falling when crowded from 
the roosts. 
Roosts should be simple 
in construction, easy to handle, and 
Arm. 
Poles may be used to advantage, 
provided they are two inches in dia- 
meter. 
Two inch by four inch mate- 
rial placed on edge with the 
upper 
corners rounded 
make sensible 
and 
satisfactory 
roosts. 
Generally 
these 
may be set in notches along the back 
of the house, making them easy to 
remove for cleaning. 
They should be 
placed not less than 15 inches from 
the wall, and one foot apart. 
Often 
the roosts are fastened to cross pieces 
in the form of a frame, these pieces 
being hinged at the back. 


By raising these 
the 
cleaning of 
the dropping boards is often 
made 
easier. 
"ÙTien hens are apt to perch 
during the day, they can often 
be 
encouraged 
to 
use 
the 
scratching 
floor by raising the roosts. 
The height 
of the roosts from the floor depends 
' largely upon the breed of fowl and 
•upon the height of the house. 
For 
heavy breeds, 2 to 8 feet is as high 
as the bird can safely perch, while for 
lighter breeds 4 or even 5 feet is prac- 
ticed. 
Eight 
to 
fifteen 
Inches 
of 
roosting space should be allowed for 
each bird. 


The use of the droppings platform 
is strongly advocated, because it in- 
creases 
the 
size 
of 
the 
scratching 
floor and also because the manure la 
easily saved in this way. 
The plat- 
form, however, must be cleaned regu- 
larly. 
If the poultryman Is not will- 
ing to take this extra care it would 
be better to have the floor beneath 
the roosts surrounded by a partition 
to prevent the birds scratching among 
the droppings. 
The platform should 
he placed low enough to make clean- 
ing easy. 
Flooring is the most sat- 
isfactory material to use for the plat- 
form. 


Darkened nests are the most 
de- 
Birable for they not only furnish se- 
olaeion, which a hen desires, but also 
tend to lessen thè amount of egg eat- 
ing, a habit more frequent with the 
^Be of open nests. 
Portable nests also 
facilitate cleaning, 
and being 
easily 
aooessible, economize time. 


A 
common 
method 
of 
installing 
IMSts la to place them under the edge 
tjf the dropping boards. 
This is a 
V0tT convenient way and little mate- 
rial Is required to construct the nests. 
IlJe ,hen enters from the rear and 
the door may be let down from the 
front to remove the eggs. 


AMERICAN SKUNKS 


Skunks Are Among tKe Most Useful of the Native Mammals and Are Very Efficient Helps to the Farmer and OrcKardist 


in Their Warfare Against Insect and Rodent Pests—As a Source of Fur, Slszimks 


Are An Important Asset to the Country.

More than a dozen states now have 
laws protecting skunks by a 
closed 
season. 
These laws were passed in 
response to the wishes of farm4rs who 
recognize the usefulness of these ani- 
mals in destroying noxious insects and 


• corn and grasses, and their Invasions 
entail 
heavy 
losses among 
farmers. 
. The good work of ekunks in de-stroylng 
• army 
worms 
has 
frequently 
been 
i noticed. 
These animals are also fond 
of tobacco worms. ~ Two species of 
these larvae very destructive to 
to- 
bacco 
and 
tomato 
plants 
are 
the 
southern 
tobacco 
worm 
and 
the 
northern tobaooo worm. 
Both species 
occur over wide areas in the United 
States, 
and 
In 
sections 
where 
no 
tobacco is grov.n they feed upon to- 
mato and potato plants. 
While 
the 
worms 
are 
active, 
skunks 
gather 
tjicm from the plants, and when the 
wormp go into the ground in the latter 
part of summer, the animals dig out

pupae in great numbers. 
Skunks are 
also very fond of white grubs and 
j spend much time digging for them, 
j As white grubs commonly r'emain in

The three fur animals still 
fairly 
abundant in the Ur.lted States a,re the 
muskrat, 
the mink, and 
the 
skunk. 
Of the.^ie the muskrat is most likely 
to retain its numbers, since it multi- 
plies rapidly and, properly protected, 
is in no danger of extinction 
except 
where swamps are drained for agri- 
culture. 
The mink breeds but 
once 
a year, and close trapping has a'Jready 
made it scarce over wide areas. 
The 
skunk, 
although 
not yet 
in 
danger 
of extinction, is likely soon to be even 
more 
closely 
trapped, 
as 
Its 
pelt 
has 
great 
lntrin.«ic 
value 
and 
the 
demand for it has not yet fully de- 
veloped. 
Within 
a 
few 
years 
the 
prices of, this f u r will probably 
be 
more than doubled. 


While the skunk feeds mainly upon 
Insects, its economic status can 
not 
bo fixed by this habit alone. 
Not all 
insects are injurious, as certain kinds 
themselves feed upon injurious species 
and are highly beneficial. 
The skunk 
Ls one of the most important 
m a m - 
nals In lt.s choice of harmful insects 
for its diet. 
It 
Is the 
best-known 
mamms- fnemy of army worms 
The 
common army worm, the wheat-head 
Skunk fnr Is graced according to the amount of white it contains. 
The 


army worm, and the fall army worm 
best is that in which there is no white or in which the white areas do not 
are all very destructive to small grains, 'extend beyond the head and neck o£ the animal. 


enemies. 
Blrcept 
the 
crow, 
roWn 
and a few other species, birds And 
only those turned up in cultivation j 
the skunk, locating them by Its sense 
of smell, digs them out of the ground. 


Hop growers in New York. Michi- 
gan, and elsewhere have serious losses 
from the 
depredations of the 
hop- 
plant borer or hop grub. 
That the 
skunk 
is the 
only 
efficient 
natural 
enemy of this moth has been attested 
by nearly all entomologists who have 
written about the Insect. 
The skunk 
Is said to listen at the base of the 
hop vine, thus locating the larvae at 
work. 
All 
hop 
growers 
value 
the 
skunk's service, 
and it was 
mainly 
through their efforts that legislation 
protecting this animal was first en- 
acted In New York. 


In 
July, 
August 
and 
September, 
when 
grasshoppers 
are most 
abun- 
dant, they constitute the chief food 
of skunks, which consume 
enormous 
quantiUes. 
During the disastrous in- 
vasions of the Rocky Mountain locust 
in the plains country years ago, the 
skunk was reported as the principal 
mammal that destroyed these insects. 
Skunks are also fond of the Colorado 
potato beetle. 
A writer says of them: 
"they consider the beetle a delicate 
morsel and spend many a busy eve- 
ning In potato patches catching and 
eating 
the 
larvae 
and 
the 
mature 
beetles." 


Although other mammals, inclnding 
coyotes, 
badgers, 
foxes, 
minks 
and 
weasels do far more good by destroy- 
ing noxious rodents than Is generally 
realized, the skunk surpasses them all. 
It is sufficiently numerous In many 
localities to keep field mice In check, 
and 
reports from 
all 
parts of 
the 
country show that close trapping of 
skunks and other fur animals is often 
followed by a great increase In depre- 
dations by mice. 


The chief 
Indictment 
against 
the 
skunk is that it destroys poultry, an4 
a few cases of losses due to the ani- 
mal are reported. 
In many Instances 
of alleged depredations by skunks, it 
is quite probable that minks or wea- 
sels were the actual culprits, and that 
skunks merely shared In the plunder 
by eating the dead poultry. 
When a 
farmer loses fowls and does not see 
the animal killing them he is often 
likely to mistake 
its identity. 
The 
common skunk can not climb to a 
roost, and would kill only birds found 
on the ground. 
Minks and 
weasels 
are expert climbers and are far more 
bloodthirsty. 
It is characteristic 
of 
the weasel to kill many victima where 
they are within reach. 
It makes a 
small but deep incision in the neck 
or under the wing of a fbwl and takes 
the blood as long as It flov/s freely. 


It then attacka an<*ther «nd another 
victim, until aatisfled. 


A skunk, on the contrary, usuallF 
takes only one fowl at a time and eats 
of it until 
satisfied. 
Having 
once, 
however, acquired a taste for chicken,

a skunk may . return to the poultry 
yard night after night for a 
fresh

A skunk

under sheds and other buildings roams

That It should occasionally learn to 
tAke chickens and eggs is not surpris- 
ing, but this happens far less fre- 
quently than Is thought to be the case. 
It is a habit learned by a few indi- 
viduals and in no way a characteristic 
of the skunk family. 
Of course, the 
individual skunk that leams to kill 
and eat chickens should be destroyed.

Of these, nitrogen Is the most

elusive. 
Also it has been shown by 
experiments in Germany and also In 
this country that only from 
40 per 
cent to about 65 per cent of the nitro- 
gen applied to crops is recovered or 
taken up by the crops. 
This makes

It is an established fact that 
all 
i legumes have the power of securing 
; free nitrogen from the air through th« 


agency 
of 
bacteria, 
peculiar 
to 
the 
particular kind of legume grown. 
Por 
instance, the cowpeas will thrive only 
when the bacteria peculiar to tlie cow 
pea is present; the soy bean requires 
the presence of bacteria adapted to 
that plant; crimson clover will thrive 
only when 
the bacteria peculiar 
to 
that 
plant 
is 
present! 
and 
so 
on 
throughout the entire list, with cer- 
tain 
exceptions. 
Those now 
known 
are: garden or English peas, and the 
vetches can become Inoculated 
with 
the 
same 
bacteria. 
Alfalfa, 
sweet 
clover and burr clover will Inoculate 
either plant. 


Most of the legumes when out at 
the proper time and well cured make 
a very fine quality of hay. 
When the 
hay can be used to advantage on the 
farm, it is much better to make the 
crop Into hay and feed it to live stock; 
but if the land needs it more than 
the live stock does, then it may pay 
better to turn It under for soil im- 
provement. 
Each farmer may decide 
this for himself. 
However, it may be 
well to remember that feeding hay to 
live stock does not add anything to 
its fertilizing value. 
Therefore 
the 
manure of a given quantity of 
hay 
fed to live stock and Jhe manure re- 
turned to the land will not contain 
as much plant food as the grass would 
have furnished if it had been plowed 
under instead of having been

Hill selection of seed is urged by 
everj- institution interested in the im- 
provement of corn. 
By selecting corn 
from the standing stalks in the field 
one can coniaider other things besides 
the ear itself. 
The height of the ear 
on the stalk and the strength of the 
stalk may 
both be considered, 
and 
whether or not the ear grew on a stalk 
that had the whole hill to itself or had 
to compete with two or three other 
stalks can be determined, while if one 
waits until the corn has been cut these 
factors cannot be considered. 


Early selection of seed corn from the 
hill has many important 
advantages 
over selection later In the season. 
In 
the first place, It enables one to select 
ears that are known to have matured 
at the proper time, while if the selec- 
tion is deferred and weather oondl- 
tions continue favorable, some of the 
later maturing ears may be selected, 
because they are likely to be larger 
and heavier. 


While the large, heavy ears are de- 
sirable, 
one cannot profitably select 
them at the expense of maturity, be- 
cause ' corn that will not mature is 
bound 
to 
be 
an 
unprofltahle 
orop. 
Early selection from the hill avoids 
the danger of the c o m being Injured 
by frost while it Is still damp in the 
h u s k .

POTATOES ¡NJURED BY FORMALDEHYDE GAS 


By F, p. STErtXTAWT. 


In treating a quantity of seed pota- 
toes with formaldehyde gas for scab 
at tlie New York Exepriment Station, 
many 
of 
them 
were 
so 
severely 
injured that they were unfit for seed. 
The Injury took the form of sunken 
brown 
spots surrounding 
the 
lenti- 
cels and eyes. 
The gas was generated 
by the permanganate method, 
using 
the standard formula of 8 pints of 
formaldehyde solution and 28 ounces 
of potassium permanganate to 
each 
1000 cubic feet of space. 
An investi- 
gation Into the cause of the injury 
placed 
the 
blame 
chiefly upon 
the 
small quantity (l.B lbs.) of potatoes 
per cubic foot of apace in the fumiga- 
tion 
chamber.^ 
The 
high 
relative 
humidity of the air and the sprouted 
condition of the potatoes were 
im- 
portant acceBsorles. 


Numerous 
Investigations 
h a v e 
shown that in order to insure efH- 
clent disinfection it is necessary 
to 
have a comparatively high humidity. 
In the disinfection of 
living 
rooms 
during cold weather this factor Is a 
very important one because in artifi- 
cially heated rooms the relative hu- 
midity 
is 
usually 
low 
and 
special 
methods must be employed to raise 
it. 
A relative humidity , of about 60 
per cent is usually considered 
the 
minimum for thorough dlainfection. 


In disinfecting seed potatoes Prof. 
Morse recommenfls that "just before 
placing the formaldehyde In the gen- 
erator the 
floor 
of the 
disinfecting 
chamber 
ahould 
be 
thoroughly wet 
down with boiling watOT." 
Although

convinced that a comparathrejy high 
relative humidity 1« necessary for the 
Bucoessful 
disinfection 
of 
potatoes 
by means of formaldehyde gas many 
writers do not agree with Prof. Morse 
as to the necessity of wetting the floor 
with boiling water or to employ any 
other mean« to increase the humWlty. 
In cellars anS storerooms suitable for 
seed potatoes ths humidity is natur- 
ally hJah. 
The sprouted, condition, of 
the potatoes i s also a factor hi the 


humidity. 
By the property 
of 
ab- 
sorption the potatoes seize and hold 
the formaldehyde gas upon their sur- 
face. 
If there are but few potatoes 
they absorb so much gas that 
the 
tissue Is injured; but when the gas 
is distributed over a large 
quantity 
of potatoes it does not gather at any 
point in suffiolent quantity to cause 
injury. 


In our experiments various degrees 
of lenticel spotting occurred with all 
quantities up to 12 pounds per cubic 
foot, but no Injury appeared when 5 
pounds or more per cubic foot were 
used. 
The gas treatment Is to 
be 
recommended only In cases in whjch 
the liquid treatment is impracticable. 


With the gSLs treatment it is evi- 
dent that in order to secure uniform 
results the quantity of the chemicals 
must be varied according to the quan- 
tity of 
potatoes 
per cubic foot 
of 
space. 
At present, the only formula 
which can be recommended as being 
both safe and efficient for scab is that 
of S pints of formaldehyde and 33 
ounces of permanganate to 167 bush- 
els of potatoes in 1000 cubic feet of 
space. 


^hnilar spotting of potatoes resulU 
from exposure to ths fumes of am- 
monia, bromine or ether, and from 
dipping or soaking in strong solutions 
of oorrwlve sublimate and formalde- 
hyde. 
However, in the use of for-, 
maldehyde soltitlon the quantity 
of 
potatoes treated has no 
appreciable 
Influence on the degree of the Injury. 
The same solution may be ueed 
at 
l«ast ten thnes without loss of strength.

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Indiana Women Organizing - 


Political leaders in Indiana win. still rlirrish the be- 


lief that demand of woman for ri|ii.-il suffrage and for leg- 
islative reforms can he cither ignored or Juiighed out of 
court will do well to take herd ,,f a very significant move- 
ment that has just been launched at Indianapolis. This is 
to be known as the Woman's Legislative Council (.f Indi- 
ana, and its purpose is to unite mi certain legislation to be 
urged on the-state legislature next January with a view 
of concentration of effort and more effective results. 


There is already represented in the new council the 


Woman's Franchise League, the .Indiana Federation of 
Clubs, the Woman's Christian Temperance Union, the 
Consumers' League and various Indianapolis organiza- 
tions of women. Others to be invited into the coalition are 
the Woman's Relief corps, the State .Nurses' association, 
the Equal Suffrage association, the Indiana branch of the 
Association of Collegiate Ahirnni, the Indiana branch of 
the National Council of Mothers and the Jewish C.nmnl of 
Women. Very plainly, the women are rapidIv learning 
Ihe game. They an; planning to waste no more ammnni- 
lion in sporadioaction. Actually united and pulling to- 
tether they will constitute a force that can neither be ig- 
porcd or denied.

In other words, (he 
transfer of any foreign ship to Ameri- 
can registry must not become the means 
by which food, clothing, or any other 
necessities can get to Germany, Aus- 
tria, or any other future ally of G«r- 
many.

particularly as a result of the repeal 
of tfio canal tolls law, now is bearing ex- 
cellent fruit fn the very friendly atti- 
tude shown hy Great Britian in discuss- 
ing this all-important matter.

things so that the United States may 
carry on a profitable ocean trade with- 
out overstepping the proprieties as $ 
neutral or being led by strong economic 
stress into straining neutrality to r.he 
profit of England's enemies.

the. president will announce in a procla- 
mation the terms under which foreign 
vessels may be transferred to the Ame'r- 
icnn (lag, and the uses to which they 
may be put, after such transfer.

Theresa of all hypocrisy in this as in all 
other instances of her career and pr-ovcd 
her to be an Intellectually honest ns 
Frederick himself. She knew what -si": 
•was doing and acknowledged lh.it her 
share in the spoliation of Poland was 
wrong:, but she stood between her sense 
of universal justice and her desire to 
serve the State, and in the final analysis 
she conceived her duty to be first and 
foremost to Austria. Her own statement 
of the <uae of Poland is perfectly illumi- 
nating. It sh« was to lose her personal 
reputation for respecting the rights of 
othori then it must not be for a small 
advantage. Her tears were not hypo- 
critical. But she put asid.e her own feel- 
ing, which was against tBe plundering 
of Poland, in order to wiu a substantial 
advance for her beloved country. 


Two interestingly contradictory esti- 


mates of hor character were voiced by 
statesmen who had every opportunity to 
•ttidy her from day to day. One of these 
critics found her chief characteristics 
were Jiigh mmdcdnesn and a certain 
manliness of character, and the other 
remarked:— 


"Her dearest wish is to make a menage 


bonrnooise."

When Charles VI., her fitthcr, died, 


nnd on th« very day of bis death Harm

showed no inclination to stand by the 
agreement fo her succession which her 
father had spent the last years of his 
lift) iu perfecting, and the subjects of her 
own realms were by no means sure Mint 
a woman ruler was altogether desirable.

lost n<> time in :icUiii,'. The Klo'jtor of 
"Havana invaded one purl uf the realm, 
France immediately crossed the Rhine, 
nnd Prussia, ravenous under Frederick 
the Great, invaded Silesia and demanded 
tiie cession of large territories in ex- 
change foe securing" the imperial throne 
to the youug queen. 


Hut. Muria Theresa considered herself 


the heiress of the rights of Austria and 
she determined to fight for her inhori- 
tnncc. with every weapon in her power. 
Her bold and resourceful character at 
once made itself evident 
She indig- 


nantly refused the demands of Fred- 
erick .and chouc at a tense moment a 
dramatic method for publishing to the 
world at large her intention of defending 
her realm -with the sword against all 
comers. 


She rode oil horseback to the Mount 


of .Pressburg, where nh« lyas crowned, 
and then with her crown on her head 
climbed the mount and grasping firmly 
the sword of St. Stephen waved it 
toward IHe four cardinal points of the 
compass in token of her defiance of her 
enemies, come whence they would. 


The heroic spectacle of this defiant

Ihi! Great, Maria Theresa had the prac- 
tical good sense to recognize that she 


overpowered and she. submitted to 


the. cession of n large territory, includ- 
ing. Silesia, to the Prussians. Having 
quieted i'rnssiii momentarily by this con- 
cession she then turned to fighr. France, 
the. Havarinn« and the Saxons. 
In spite 


of all her efforts the Elector of Bavaria 
was crowned King of Bohemia. Francis 
soon .succeeded in her desire to wrest 
the imperial crown from Austria. This 
rcuinnut. of the grandeur of the Holy 
Roman Empire was also bestowed upon 
the Elector of Hanover under the title of 
Charles VI!., but it was nn empty 
honor, for even as be was crowned the 
Austrian^, whose defeat hnd now turned 
into victory, entered the Bavarian capi- 
tal.

Unwilling that Maria Theresa should 


continue to expand her realms, Freder- 
ick of Prussia again began a hostile 
movement against her.. The Queen put 
nn army in the field nnd managed for a 
time to chock the advance of the Prus- 
sians. 
The Elector of Bavaria, who 


had been elected Kmpcror Charles VII., 
died about this time. To the groat de- 
light of Mnrin Theresn, her husband, 
Francis of Lorraine, was elected King 
of the Romans as a preliminary to bis 
coronation 
as 
Kmperor 
to 
succeed!

Theresa was urged to permit herself to 
be crowned Empress consort at the 
same time, but sho persistently refused. 
It was declared by many that Inis atti- 
tude on her part was duo te her con- 
viction that it would be a loss of place 
and dignity to be crowned Empress con- 
sort when by right of inheritance she 
had already been crowned King. 


A brief respite in the wars with Prus- 


sia was afforded by the peace of Dres- 
den. War with France continued, how- 
ever. 
Finally peace with the hostile 


coalition was signed in May, 17-iS. 
Maria Theresa chose the opportunity of 
this interval of pence to work some con- 
structive reform* in the civil government 
and in the array. 
She sought seriously 


to amend the financial condition of the 
country, introduced many economies in 
the conduct of ihc government, Insti- 
tuted systematic training of the soldiers 
and constructed permanent camps. 


Treaties were of no more avail to keep 


the peace in those days thnn at present. 


and not so very much time was permitted 
to pass before Frederick IL,and Maria 
Theresa were again at swords points. 
Itusciia on this occasion formed a coali- 
tion with Ausjria for the defeat of the 
Prussians. This w.-is at Ihe beginning of 
the Seven Years' Wnr, and, although the 
Prussians wetc successful in the first 
battles, it was soon evident that the re- 
forms in the Austrian army which had 
been brought about by Mnria Theresa 
hnd mado her fighters much more formid- 
able. 


Even the Prussians acknowledged this. 


Their generals united iu declaring:— 


"These Austrinns arc different from 


the Austrians we faced before." 


The Prussians besieged Prague, but 


had to withdraw after tremendous losses. 
Marshal Dauna, a new figure in Aus- 
"triau military affairs, cume into promi- 
nence at this time. The Prussians won 
Breslan, but their loss was enormous. 
The Austriaas had again to retire from 
Silesia. In the following year the Ans- 
triaus were frequently triumphant in 
their encounters with the Prussians. The 
Pope renewed to Maria Theresa her title 
of Apostolic King of Hungary. 


While Russia was governed by a 


woman it continued to throw in its lot 
with Maria Theresa, but when the Tsar- 
ina died her successor. Peter III., severed! 
liis alliance with Austria because of his ; 
overwhelming admiration for Frederick j 
the Great and joined forces with Frcder- j 
let. The Russian people, however, soon ! 
broke out in Insurrection nnd Peter was 
speedily deprived of both his crown and 
his head. 


;• It_is an interesting phase of the situa- 
'tion'tbat Maria Theresa should again 
find a friend in a woman monarch. Cath- 
erine JI. of Russia, who followed Peter 
as ruler of that country, on ascending 
the throne, promptly declared that Prus- 
sia was her enemy and withdrew her 
armies from the support of Frederick the 
Great, not, however, before they had 
been aWo to work some considerable 
damage to the Austrians. 


The Seven Years' War came to an end 


in 1764. 
Maria Theresa had failed to 


get hack Silesia,'for which she had fought 
so long. Exactly as in almost all similar 
struggles, Frederick and Mnrin Theresa, 
with the exception of their terrifio losses 
in men and treasure, found themselves 
in just about the same positions which 
they had held before the war began. 


The death, iu 1705, of Francis I., Maria 


Theresa's 'beloved husband, meant th« end 
to a large extent of her more militant 
public actions. 
Her devotion to her 


husband hnd 
never waned 
from 
the 


moment of her marriage. 
She wore 


mourning I'or him to the day of her death 
and always kcpt'hcr apartments draped 


In black. So far as the Empress' part of 
it was concerned, there is no love story 
iu which royalty figures which bettei 
exemplifies the beauty of loyalty, tender. 
ness and passion than that of Francil 
#nd Maria Theresn. 


Maria Theresa hnd known her husband 


for many years previous tp their mar- 
riage, as he bad been a member of her 
father's household during his boyhood. 
When affairs of sjate seemed to be inter- 
fering with their romance so that sbe 
feared she might have to marry some one 
else the young Archduchess was not to 
be won over to thoughts of another alli- 
ance. As it happened, however, Austrian 
affairs so shaped themselves that the 
marriage was finally agreed upon. 
It 


was celebrated February 12, 1736. 


According to the characters of the 


time, Francis of Lorraine, afterward 
Francis I., was a man of great personal 
attractions, possessed of an excellent 
mind which he failed to apply effective- 
ly. He was fond of money and used h-;s 
opportunities as the husband of Mariu 
Theresa to augment his private jains. 
His infidelities to his wife were notori- 
ous. But nothing alienated her affection 
from him. Sbc seemed to regard him ns 
above nnd beyond the standards which 
uhc applied^to the rest of mankind. She 
was tolerant even, of his disloyalties. 
Her surprising and noble gcncrositj in 
this regard was shown at the death of 
Francis I. in a manner calculated to re- 
buke the lesser charity of her courtiers 


The Emperor died nt Innsbruck, aiH 


Maria Theresa and the court went t< 
Hall, on the River Inn, whence the res 
gels were to convey the body and tin 
court back to Vienna. Maria Theresa 
broken hearted, had remained in seclu- 
sion. When she left her apartments fol 
the return journey she passed in froni 
•of the ladies ami gentlemen of the house- 
hold drawn up to I ho right of the coffin. 
Standing opposite to them, quite alono 
nnd weeping bitterly, was the Princess 
Auersperg, who had been the Emperor's 
acknowledged favorite. 
The courtiers: 


servile enough to this woman during tho 
Emperor's life, when she possessed the 
power to do them favors, had withdrawn 
themselves from all association with h<;t 
now Unit the, Kmperor was dead: Tho 
Empress paused, clasped, the hand of 
the Princess niid said:— 


"Wo have truly suffered a great loss.11 
She proved herself lo be n. most gener- 


ous nnd substantial friend to her rival, 
for when the Imperial Treasurer sotigiri 
1o riinnlknr ;i claim of the Princess for 
200,000 florins on » bond given to her by 
the Emperor before his death Maria 
Theresa instructed him to nay th« 
money. . 


After Francis' death Mariu Theresa's 


bold spirit was 
much subdued. Sho 


spent much of her time praying in the 
vaults of the church where he was 
buried. She devoted herself also to pro- 
moting science and art, to the establish- 
ment of hospitals and the work of the 
church. She still looked after her army 
however, mid introduced more reforms 
nnd established conscription throughout 
Austria. 


As a statesman Maria Theresa wns 


an absolutist. 
She worked always tcj 


the end of unifying Austria, which wan 
made up of many States and races. Sh« 
suspended the meetings of the estates 
in most parts of her dominions, and wat 
upheld in this by the great mass of hei 
subjects, who found her 
rule much 


lighter than thnt of the nobles who con- 
stituted these bodies. Although so im- 
pulsive in many of her actions, she w:i.-: 
nevertheless extremely cautious in mat- 
ters of government and forebore 
to 


loosen the bonds of authority iu any di- 
rection or for any cause. 
. 
^ 


She promoted general education and 


trade, nnd favored religious toleration 
and the emancipation of the rural popu- 
lation from feudal burdens She worked 
for the suppression of the Inquisition 
and the putting down of the Jesuits, and 
she supported the movement for the 
suppression of torture in legal procedure, 
'but all of these steps she took in on 
extremely careful manner, so that the 
remedial measures adopted should not 
impair the stability of law 
he result 


was that everything she did was a 
permanent gain to her realm, whereas 
her elclcst son nnd immediate successor, 
Joseph, who sought to accomplish the 
same ends more quickly nnd more dras- 
tically In his zeal for reform, brought his 
empire to the verge of a rebellion 


In her philanthropies Mnria hcresa 


showed both the warm hearted impul- 
siveness of her character and its intel- 
ligently practical side 


She felt the warmest sympathy for the 


poor and was accustomed.to fill her pock- 
ets with gold when she went for her long 
rides, so that she might shower it upon 
the needy folk whom she might pass. 


"Frederick the Great showers coppers, 


Maria Theresa gives gold," run a saying 
of the times. This fashion of indiscrimi- 
nately showering gold pieces along any 
route she travelled would hardly meet 
with the approval of modern students of 
the art of giving. 


On the other hand, Maria Theresa 


showed the most advanced intelligence 
in dealing with the poor in large numbers. 


The signing of the peace of Tcschen, 


which averted a great war with Prussia, 
was the last great act of Maria Theresa's 
reign. 
She recognized that it would be 


so, and wrote to one of the statesmen of 
her court:— 


"1 can .now sing a Tc Deum, for I 


have secured the repose of my people.", 


She died November US, 1780, bavin; 


been from the date of her fnther's death, 
in 17-10, until her own one uf the central 
figures in the wars and politics nf IT.u- 
tope.

enemy of this moth has been attested 
by nearly all entomologists who have 
written about the Insect. 
The skunk 


is said to listen at the base ot the 
hop vine, thus locating the larvae at 
work. 
Ail hop growers value the 


skunk's service, and it was mainly 
through their efforts that legislation 
protecting this animal was first en- 
acted in New York. 


In July. August and 
September, 


when grasshoppers are most abun- 
dant, they constitute the chief food 
of skunks, which consume enormous 
quantities. 
During the disastrous in- 


vasions of the Hocky Mountain locust 
In the plains country years ago, 
the 


skunk was reported as the principal 
mammal that destroyed these Insects. 
Skunks are also fond of the Colorado 
potato beetlo. A writer says of them: 
"they consider the beetle a delicate 
morsel and spend many a busy

or under tho wing of a fowl and take" 
the blood as long us It flow* freely. 


It then attack^ another and another 
victim, until satisfied. 


A skunk, on the contrary, usually 


takes only one fowl at a time and eata 
of it until satisfied. 
Having once, 


however, acquired a taste for chicken.

a skunk may return to the poultry 
yard night after night for a fresh 
victim. 
A skunk making its home 


under sheds and other buildings roams 
about them at night in search of 
food, chiefly rats, mice and Insects. 
That It should occasionally learn to 
take chicken* and eggs is not surpris- 
ing, but this happens far less fre- 
quently than Is thought to be the case. 
It is a habit learned by a few indi- 
viduals and in no way a characteristic 
of the skunk family.

In July the entire herd, including tho 
lambs, should be treated with Gasoline 
and turned Into a new pasture. This 
treatment should bo repeated In No- 
vember, when the nock should again 
be removed to new pastures.

The he.Ight of the ear 
on the stalU and the strength of the 
stalk may both be considered, and 
whether or not the ear grew on a stalk 
that had this whole hill to Itself or had 
to compote with two or three other 


! stalks can be determined, while 1£ one 


j waits until the corn has been cut these 
factors cannot be considered. 


Early selection of seed corn from the 


hill has many Important advantages 


j over selection later in tho season. 
In 


I the first place, It enables one to select 
i ears that are known to have matured 


j at tho proper time, while if tho selec- 
; tlon Is deferred and weather condi- 
tions continue favorable, some of tho 
later maturing ears may be selected, 
because they are likely to be larger 


! and heavier. 


While the large, haavy ears are de- 


sirable, one cannot profitably select 
them at the expense of maturity, be- 
causo corn that will not mature Is 
bound to be an unprofitable crop. 
Early selection from the hill avoid* 
the danger of the corn being injured 
by frost while It is still damp in the 
husk.—A. D. Wilson.

POTATOES INJURED BY FORMALDEHYDE GAS

tn treating a riunntlty of seer! pota- 


toes with formaldehyde gos for scab 
ut tho N'tnv York Kxepriment Station,

The Injury took tho form of sunken 
brown spots surrounding the lentl- 
<:els and eyes. The gas was generated 
by the permanganate method, using 
the standard formufa of 3 pints of 
formuldiihydo solution and 23 ounces 
of potassium permanganate t6 each 
1000 cubic feet of (.pace. 
An investl- j 


gallon Into the cause of the injury I 
placed the blnmu chiefly upon tho j 
small quantity (l.B lb*.) of potatoes] 
per cubic foot of space in the fumiga- j 
tion 
chamber. 
The 
high 
relative j 


humidity of the air and the sprouted 
condition nf the potatoes were im- 
portant accessories. 


Numerous 
investigation* 
h a v e 


shown that In order to Insure effi- 
cient disinfection it I* necessary to 
have a comparatively high humidity. 
In the disinfection of living rooms 
during cold weather this factor la a 
very important one because In artifi- 
cially heated ropms the relative hu- 
midity Is usually low and special 
methods must be employed to raise 
It. 
A relative humidity of about 60 


per cent is usually considered 
the 


minimum for thorough disinfection. 


In disinfecting seed potatoes Prof. 


Morae recommends that "Just before 
placing the formaldehyde in the gen- 
erator the floor of the disinfecting 
chamber should be thoroughly wet 
down with boiling water." Although 


Tulwr Injured by fumigation with for- 


maldehyde KM!- 


'convinced that a comparatively high 
relative humidity l« necessary for the 
successful 
disinfection 
of • potatoes 


by means of formaldehyde gas many 
writer* do not agree with Prof. Morse 
as to the necessity of wetting the floor 
with boiling water or to employ any 
other means to Increase the humidity. 
In cellars and storeroom* suitable for 
seed potatoe* the humidity is natur- 
ally high. The sprouted condition of 
the potatoe* Is also a factor In the 


humidity. 
By the property of ab- 


sorption the potatoes seize and hold 
the formaldehyde gas upon their sur- 
face. 
If there are but few potatoes 


they absorb so much gas that the 
tl*gu« Ig injured; but when the gas 
if distributed over a large quantity 
of potatoes It does not gather at any 
point In sumclent quantity to caui* 
Injury. 


In our experiments various degree* 


of lentloel spotting occurred with all 
quantltie* up to IS pounds per cubic 
foot but no Injury appeared when B 
pounds or more per cubic foot were 
used. 
The gag treatment is to be 


recommended only In cue* in which 
the liquid treatment is impracticable. 


With the gas treatment It is evi- 


dent that in order to secure uniform 
reiults the quantity of the chemicals 
must be varied according to the quan- 
tity of potatoes 'per cubic foot of 
space. At present, the only formula 
which can be recommended as being 
both safa and efficient for scab Is that 
of 3 pints of formaldehyde and 21 
ounces of permanganate to 1*7 bush- 
els of potatoes in 1000 cubic feet of 
space.

monia, bromine or ether, and from 
dipping or soaking in strong solutions 
of corrosive sublimate and formalde- 
hyde.

maldehyde solution the quantity of 
potatoes treated ha* no appreciable 
influence on the degree of the Injury. 
The same solution may be uied at 
least ten times without loss of strength.

The on'y economic neutralizes or 


corrective, for soil acidity which Is 
within the reach of the farmer is 
lime. 
Ordinarily one thinks of lime 


as that material used In the making 
of plaster and mortar. 
Throughout 


the agricultural world today, however, 
the word "lime" has taken on a very 
general meaning. It not only Include* 
burnt lime, or quicklime, but also air- 
and water-slacked lime, ground lime- 
stone, marl, pulverized shells, and 
marble dust. 
These different mate- 


rials, with the exception of burnt lime 
and water-slacked Hrne, are commonly 
spoken of as "carbonate of lime," or 
"lime carbonate," because they con- 
sist of ordinary quicklime combined 
wltb carbon dioxide BOS of the air.

Unless the cockerels are 
of exceptionally flne stock they may 
be forced and sold as broilers or roast- 
ers and win often bring more per 
head in early summer than they would 
if kept until autumn. 
The chicks 


should be kept growing and develop- 
ing from birth to sale or maturity to 
give satisfactory return*.—V. E. Chap- 
man.

We hava 
secured fairly good results from feed- 
Ing boiled roots, shorts, and milk, but 
the addition of small amount of grain 
gives better 
results. 
For summer 


feeding the gee*e require nothing but 
good pasture while the ducks do well 
If fed whole grain once a day in water 
If rapid growth Is net desired.—C. E.
